Paris.—Restrictions on the taking of 
photographs and moving pictures of 
men iii the American expeditionary 
forces and in sections occupied by 
American troops have been suspended I 
by 
orders 
from 
American 
general 
headquarters, 
according 
to an 
an­ 
nouncement made by ('apt. William E. 
Moore, in charge of the photographic 
subsection of the general staff.

order reads as follows: 
“Tin* original censorship orders havg 
been amended to read as follows: ‘All 
members of the American expedition* 
ary forces, including ralHtariaed civil­ 
ians serving with the army and au- 
t hurt led civilians visiting the sections 
oi*cuplcd by the American armies, are 
during the period of the armistice per­ 
mitted to take photographs and mov­ 
ing pictures and to forward such pho­ 
tographs, negatives or prints to the 
United States or other countries, ex­ 
cept enemy countries, by the ordinary 
channels without restriction and with­ 
out submitting them to censorship.’ ”

“German shipping interests unani­ 
mously share with the rest 
of 
the 
German people of all parties and call­ 
ings tilt1 unsw erving conviction that 
they did not put its m oney on the 
wrong card when in good faith it 
proposed the arm istice based on the 
fourteen points o f P resident W il­ 
so n ’s program , notw ithstanding the 
h um iliating and onerous 
conditions 
imposed in the operation of the truce” 
said Mr. Helneken. 
“The president’s program not only 
proposes a just liquidation of this 
m ost terrible of all wars, but it en 
deavors to definitely rem ove all pos­ 
sible causes for fresh conflicts. W il­ 
son’s declaration, the League of N a­ 
tions must be the eye that wTill watch 
over the com m on 
interests of all 
nations, finds quick response in the 
German nation, and has served to 
further stim u late its faith. 
To be 
sure the recent com pact entered in 
to by the German governm ent con­ 
tained som e 
rather 
uncom fortable 
surprises in respect to the tem por­ 
ary surrender of 
German 
tonnage. 
But the merchant is wont to look 
ahead 
he calculates well in advance 
that the condition imposed by the 
arm istice is but a passing condition 
w hile peace will be enduring.” 
Mr. H elneken is convinced that the 
League of N ations will afford a fin n 
foundation and a strong and secure, 
fram e work upon w hich can be erect­ 
ed all co rn rn an peace activities. 
“ Among these activities I count 
as forem ost the earliest possible re­ 
sumption of the cordial 
and

standing econom ic relations which so 
long joined Germany and the U nited 
States, especially through B rem en,” 


continued Mr. Helneken. “ W hen that 
will again become an accom plished 
fact, after the signing of the peace 
instrum ent, these tw o opponents who 
faced each other in gruelling bat- j 
tie — in the rouse of which they mu- J 
tually learned respect of each other j 
will again stretch out their hands 
in friendly com petitive endeavor and 


in their joint efforts restore to trade 
and com m erce those rights which in­ 
ti rnational ties accord to them .”

By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Mar. 7.— National 
prohibition next July I will find only 
about 50,000,000 gallons of liquor in 
bonded warehouses, barred from dis­ 
position for beverage purposes, if the 
present demand for 
whiskey 
con­ 
tinues during 
intervening 
months. 
Officials who have observed the ef­ 
fect of high taxes in the past believe, 
however, that withdrawals from bond 
will decrease under the new revenue 
law, and that 
between 
60,000,000 
and 75,000,000 gallons will be left 
in warehouses July I. 
It is conceded that it is impossible 
to foresee the effect of approaching 
prohibition on the demand for li­ 
quor to be stored away by consum­ 
ers, and officials say a big movement 
of buying even under the increased 
tax, may develop and leave the quant­ 
ity of liquor left in bond smaller than | 
the advance estimate*. 
The estimates do not 
take 
into 
consideration liquor which may be 
stored in cellars or attics of prospec­ 
tive consumers. 
Nor do they include 
any stocks which wholesale or retail 
dealers may not sell before the pro­ 
hibition wave catches them. These 
are not measurable by any official re­ 
ports. 
Revenue bureau 'officials calculate 
that at present bonded warehouses 
connected with distilleries, but un­ 
der lock aud

agents, hold less than 90,000,000 of 
the 200,000.000 gallons 
in 
stock 
when manufacture ceased 
Sept. 
9, 
1917, under the 
food

act. Withdraws in January and Feb­ 
ruary have been less than the 10,- 
000,000 or more gallons in Decem­ 
ber, according to indications based 
on preliminary reports from revenue 
agenes. 
On January 1st, 112,000,000

lons of distilled spirits were report­ 
ed in bond, including 6,600,000 gal­ 
lons not available for beverage pur­ 
poses. About 15 per cent of those fig­ 
ures must be deducted as allowance

mated they ran over 10,000,000 gal­ 
lons. while in January and Febru­ 
ary, indications are that the demand 
probably was nearer 9,000,000 gal­

Most of this liquor was taxed 
when taken out of the bonded ware­ 
house at the rate of $3.20 a gallon. 
Under the new revenue act, the rate 
is doubled, amounting to $6.40. Con­ 
sequently the increase amounts to 
$3.20 a gallon or 80 cents a quart, 
and the aggregate tar per quart Is 
$1.60. 
By terms of the pending bill pro­ 
viding for enforcement of prohibi­ 
tion under the constitutional amend­ 
ment effective next Jan. 16, the pres­ 
ident w'ould be empowered to appro­ 
priate for government purposes, the 
stock of liquor left unusued in ware­ 
houses. 
The price to be paid for this 
would be determined by agreement or 
by a special commission.
